REMARKS 



1 . This is in response to the Office Action mailed Dec 9, 2005. 

2. Applicants request a two month extension of time in which to respond. Applicants 
encloses a check in payment of the $210 fee. Two new dependent claims are added, but 
since two claims are cancelled, no fee is due for additional claims. Please credit any 
excess or charge any deficiency to deposit account 07 41 1 in the name of undersigned, 
with a reference number of 2229. 

3. In the office action, examiner replaced an existing Restriction Requirement with a new 
Restriction Requirement, which stated there are three patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: Species A, an arch shaped corrugated leaching chamber with constant 
wall thickness and slots of varying height; Species B, an arch shaped corrugated chamber 
with varying wall thickness and slots of constant height; and Species C, an arch shaped 
corrugated leaching chamber with varying wall thickness and slots of constant height. 

Examiner has declared claims 29-3 1 withdrawn. Applicants do not believe a reason has 
been given. The claims would not seem to fit within the Species A, B, C. For record

f. Examiner says that applicant's particular designs, claimed in the dependent claims, do 
not set forth the unexpected advantage and criticality of the invention, in its particular 
dimension. Fig. 13 and Fig. 14 show the result of the combination of features provides 
unique chambers; and the invention achieves the benefits of the objects of the invention 
set forth in Summary at the bottom of page 2. Furthermore, the unexpected results are 
seen in the second two paragraphs on page 4. See the last two paragraphs on page 14. 
See the second full paragraphs on page 16. 

g. With regard to claim 15, the combination of volume and leaching area to weight ratio 
is not heretofore known to be possible, and provides the unexpected benefit of 
functionality, cost, etc., which are set forth on page 16 and elsewhere. 

With regard to claim 18, at least it is novel for the same reasons as claim 14.
